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PART 1 



Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in 
the county of Hampshire were published on Thursday 6 February 
1992 as part of the general review of parliamentary constituency 
boundaries announced by the Boundary Commission for England on 
21 February 1991. The Commission proposed that Hampshire should 
be represented by seventeen constituencies (two more than the 
present number) and were required to consider representations 
about their provisional recommendations made within one month of 
local publication. 

A number of representations received by the Commission stated 
that the Commission had not taken account of the Basingstoke and 
Deane (Electoral Arrangements) Order which would come into force 
on 7 May 1992 and requested that the Commission should reconsider 
their provisional recommendations to take account of the new ward 
structure. The Order had the effect, inter alia, of abolishing 
the existing thirty-four Basingstoke and Deane Borough wards and 
the creation of twenty-five new wards. The creation of the new 
ward structure left the ward of Oakley and North Waltham together 
with that of Upton Grey traversing the boundary of the 
Commissions provisionally recommended constituencies of 
Basingstoke and Winchester. In view of the Commission’s long 
standing policy of not creating constituencies which split wards 
the Commission have decided therefore to publish revised 
provisional recommendations based on the new ward structure. 

The revised provisional recommendations, with explanation, are 
set out below and are also shown on the attached outline map 
together with the ward electorate for Hampshire on which the 
Commission are required by law to work. 
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In their reconsideration of the County the Commission were again 
required to take account of the rules contained within the 
Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986, which in summary have the 
following effect. County and London Borough boundaries are to 
be followed as far as practicable. Subject to these 
requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as 
nearly equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from 
these rules if special geographical considerations make this 
desirable, or if changes cause inconveniences or break local 
ties . 

In respect of their revised provisional recommendations, the 
Commission were again mindful of the large electorate contained 
within Basingstoke and Deane Borough (1991 electorate of 
110,103), but recognised that the creation of two whole 
constituencies contained within the Borough would have resulted 
in both being well below the average of all seats in the county 
of 70,039. They therefore concluded, as they had done for the 
purposes of the previous provisional recommendations, that a 
number of the Borough wards would have to be placed within an 
adjoining constituency with wards of one or more neighbouring 
districts. The Commission considered the possibility of 
minimising change to their previous provisional recommendations 
by effecting revision only to the boundaries of the proposed 
Basingstoke and Winchester constituencies. However, this would 
have resulted in a substantial widening of the disparity between 
the two constituencies; a Basingstoke electorate well above that 
previously provisionally recommended and further still above the 
county average; and a Winchester electorate well below that 
previously provisionally recommended and further still below the 
county average. 

The Commission further concluded that the electorates of the 
Basingstoke and Winchester constituencies could be brought much 
nearer to the county average if the boundaries of the previous 
provisionally recommended constituency of North West Hampshire 
and that of Eastleigh and Romsey were also revised. 
Consequently, the Commission decided that a revised Basingstoke 
constituency should comprise mainly the new urban wards of the 
town of Basingstoke, together with the new Upton Grey ward to the 
south of the town. 

The Commission also decided that the two new Basingstoke and 
Deane Borough wards of Calleva and Sherborne St John to the north 
of the town should be included within a revised constituency of 
North West Hampshire, and that the two new Basingstoke and Deane 
Borough wards of Oakley and North Waltham and Overton and 
Laverstoke be transferred from the previous provisionally 
recommended constituency of Winchester to North West Hampshire. 
Seven of the Test Valley Borough wards to the south and west of 
Andover are transferred to a revised Winchester constituency. 
Basingstoke and Deane Borough is therefore divided between two 
constituencies rather than three as originally recommended. 

The Commission further decided that a revised Winchester 
constituency should comprise those City of Winchester wards as 
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previously provisionally recommended, the seven Test Valley 
Borough wards transferred from the provisionally recommended 
North West Hampshire constituency and the Test Valley Borough 
ward of Kings Somborne and Michelmersh (transferred from the 
previous provisionally recommended Eastleigh and Romsey seat) . 
Winchester is therefore revised from the previous provisional 
recommendations by including part of Test Valley Borough rather 
than part of Basingstoke and Deane Borough. Eastleigh and Romsey 
is revised from the previous provisional recommendations solely 
by the transfer of the Kings Somborne and Michelmersh ward to 
Winchester, 

The composition of the four revised constituencies would be (1991 
electorate in brackets):

Inspection of revised provisional recommendations 

A copy of the revised provisional recommendations, with a map 
illustrating the proposals, together with the original 
provisional recommendations may be inspected at the places set 
out at the end of this news release. The documents will be 
available for public inspection from 2 July 1992. 



Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about 
their revised provisional recommendations made within one month 
of local publication. These representations should be addressed 
to The Secretary, Boundary Commission for England, St Catherines 
House, 10 Kingsway, London, WC2B 6JP and must be made no later 
than 2 August 1992. 

Where representations objecting to the revised provisional 
recommendations are made by an interested local authority or by 
a body of 100 or more electors, the Commission cannot proceed 
with their final recommendations to the Home Secretary until a 
local inquiry has been held. If after an inquiry the Commission 
decide to alter their recommendations, the modified 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local 
inquiry is not obligatory. 



Implementation of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for 
the whole of England to the Home Secretary between 1 February 
1993 and 31 January 1998. It is the Home Secretary's duty to lay 
the Commission's report before Parliament together with a draft 
Order in Council giving effect to the recommendations with or 
without modifications. The draft Order is submitted to both 
Houses of Parliament for approval and, after it is made, the new 
constituencies take effect at the next general election. Notice 
of the Government's intention to introduce legislation in respect 
of the work of the Boundary Commissions was given in the Queen's 
speech on 6 May. Until amending legislation has been enacted by 
Parliament, the Commission will proceed with the general review 
to the current requirements contained in the Parliamentary 
Constituencies Act 1986.

Local Inquiry 

Representations already made about the Commission's previous 
provisional recommendations for Hampshire have required the 
holding of a local inquiry under the Parliamentary Constituencies 
Act 1986. The inquiry will be held in public and any interested 
person, whether a supporter of or an objector to the Commission's 
original, or revised proposals, may attend and be heard. The 
inquiry will be conducted by the Assistant Commissioner, Michael 
Guy Vicat Harrison, Queen's Counsel, 2 Harcourt Buildings, 2nd 
Floor, Temple, London EC4Y 9DB. It will open on:
